Tories’ Test 


T is not very surprising 
that a number of Brilinh 
ewsapapera and periodicals 
have been devoting New 
Year editorial comment to 
the possibility or otherwise 
of Sir Winston Churchill 
relinquishing the Premier- 
ship during 1964. It was a 
rubject for tentative 
speculation Inat year, 
nroused very largely as on 
result) of Slr Winston's 
unexpected illness, — But 
current annlysls goes rather 
deeper, It concentrates on 
the Conservative Party's 
position and suggests that 
the future of the party 
might be better served it 4 
new leader (presumably Mr 
Eden) were installed this 
year, Viewed in the light 
of Sir Winston's — full 
recovery to health and his 
apparently undiminished 
mental and physleal 
vitallty, this appeara to be 
4 somewhat thin argument. 
€ the Dritish Prime Minis- 
ter did not wholly dominate 
the Bermuda conference, he 
wus, undoubtedly, the 
strongest. personality at 
those talks and was able to 
present the British point of 
view more forcefully and 
more effectively than any of 
his colleagues. There js, in 
fact, no visible evidence 
that Sir Winston is unable 
to remain Britain's political 
leader and to continue to 
endow his high office with 
the SUCCEHS already 
achieved. 

Ore criticism which has 
been directed at the pre- 
sent Conservative Govern- 
ment in that it lacks  co- 
ordinated effort in dealing 
with home and foreign prab- 
lems, The Economist goes so 
far an to bluntly atate that 
“the time when there ia a 
need for a co-ordinator who 
must strive to strike oa 
batance on a dozen diferent 
nec-anve4s oof policy, has 
plainly arrived.” And it is 
suggested that some of the 
balance which has to be 
found relates to farm price 
policy, between the rights 
of the farmer and the needy 
of the consumer; that 
tubour policy must be made 
more bitanced, as between 
the disadvantages of wage 
inflation and the = dias- 
advantages of strikes; that 
colonial policy requires 
balancing, and 80 too, docs 
trade policy. As one 
observer has commented: 
“There can be no cohesion 
{f these tasks are left to 
individual ministers who, 
once they have almoat made 
up their minds 1o do one 
‘thing, may get ao tast- 
minute note bidding them 
to do something else. Inter- 
ventions such as those can 
only lead to disillusion both 
within and about = the 

Government.” 
O the Conservatives 4 
stronger cohesion within 
the Government is also 
desirable because at the pre- 
sent time the Socialists are 
suffering from Party strife 
and are afflicted with a 
vacillating overall policy. 
Thus today the Tories have 
an outstanding opportunity 
of consolidating their 
political position, But they 
have not a. great deal of 
time at their dispoanl. It 
is most unlikely that a 
General Election will 
‘ eventuate thia year, but ft 
will in 1965, by which time 
the Government. will have 
to rely on its record to 
convince the electors that 
no change is needed. It is 
recognised that one danger 
for the Tories {s that 2 Con- 
servative Government with- 
out Sir Winston Churchill 
will seem almost unbellev- 
able to the electors. Yet ao 
second, and robably 
‘greater danger is, that 
whatover their lendorship, 
they will not-have shown in 
196% tho cohorent type of 
administration for which 
the electors might ' vote. 
Thus, for the Conservatives, 
it ig not.ao much a question 
of who shall lend tho party, 
‘but whethor by policy and 
programme — they can 
convince ,the ‘nation . thot 
the ono solld

Washington, Jan, 11. 

Mr John Foster Dulles, Seere- 
tary of State, and Mr Georgi 
Zarudin,  Sevict Aimbassador, 
will begin = preliminary — talks 
here today in an effort to dis- 
cover how negotiations may be 
conducted on President Elsen- 
hower's plan for a peaceful 
atomic pool. 


A State Department spokes- 
man yesterday declined official 
comment of any sort of United 
States plans for the preliminary 
negotlations.

Dulles was ready to give Mos- 
cow its cholce, within reason, 
ot lew to ccnduct discussions.

Porto Azxzuro, Elba, Jan. 10. 
The bodies of 15 victims of today’s 
Comet crash were brought here tonight 
by local fishermen and carried to the tiny, 
white-washed chapel of the local cemetery. 
The Island’s Police Chief said two 
of the victims were boys about five years 
old. Another was a girl about 17. 


The others were adults. 
Tiny fishing boats, painted in faded blues and 


reds, lowered their 


flags to half mast as they 


arrived in port just after dark with the bodies.

Then several miles away I saw 
a silver thing flash out of the 
clouds. Smoke came from it, It 
hit the sea. There was a great 
cloud of water. 

“By the ‘time I got there all 
wos still again, There were 
sone bodies In the water, We 
began to pick tham up. There 
was nothing else we could do,” 

Police said none of the bodies 
showed sighs of burns. Doctors 
were tonight carrying out post- 
mortem examinations and trying 
to identlfy each victim, First 
indications were tat scme 
victims were allve when the 
plane struck the water and died 
by_drowuing.

A Depression May 
Follow — Deuglas 


4) Washington, Jan. 10. 
Senator Paul H. Douglas (Démocrat of Milinois) tonight ‘said the 
United States was now in an economic recession “and no one knows what 


will follow.” 


Douglas said he has been attacked by some newspapers for mak- 
ing this statement but that the memiers of the American Economic Asso- 


ciation, which has been meeting here, agreed with him almost unani- 


mously 


“All I said was that we are in a recession, and that this might touch off 
a chain reaction and set into play the cumulative forces of breakdown which lie 
within a system and might lead to a depression” said Senator Douglas. 


He gave these reasons for 
feeling that there was a reces- 
sion: 

1. Decline in the . production 
of farm Implements; 

2. Automobile production I[s 
12 per cent below this time 
last year; 

3. Steel production for the 
week ending Dee. 19 was 67 
per cent of capacity compared 
to 102 per cent for the cor- 
responding week in 1952; 

4. Frelght car loadings are 
down 12 per cent compared 
with the same period of last 
year; 

5, Business failure are up 50 
ber cent,

The Proskients  ¢conomic 
adviser, Mr R. Hauge, forecast 
an “orthodox recession” for this 
yenr.

One of the most reliable forc- 
casts on economic conditions In 
1954 came out of the annual 
meetings recently of a group 
of professional = societies — in 
Washington whose membership 
lists Include most of this coun- 
try’s leading cconomists and 
economic technicians, 

The Washington Post polled 
340 of the professional  eco- 

ists gathered in the Capital 
and came up with an unsuolly 
broad survey of expert opinion 
on tho threshold of the New 
Year. 

A big majority of the erono- 
mists predicted that national 
income In 1954 will be down 
froma 1953's cecord $368,000,000,- 
oo0. But only ‘those polled 
thought that national Incane, 
which Includes wages, dividends 
and all income revetved by in. 
dividuals, would go on to a new 
record high this year. 

Most of the econemists—237 
or 70 per cent—bclieved thar 
national income wil renge 
between 350 and 370 _ billion 
dollars, 

Their 1954 forecast. on the 
peak level of unemployment, 
another major econymic indica- 
tor, wus c¢qually . renssuring. 

Again, most thought thats con- 
ditions will not be quite so gool 
as during last year when only 
1,800,000 persons were unem- 
ployed at any one time. But 
only 15 per ctnt expected the 
number of unemployed to reach 
serious proportions—moroe than 
4,000,000.

Slave 


Count Robert von Buttlar-Brandenfels, who 
worked.as a slave for four years in a Siberian 
mine, tells his story to Colin Lawson: 


Berlin. 
WAS kidnapped _ by 
Soviet agents in Weat 
Berlin in April’ 1949 
and sentenced to 26 years 
fo so-called espionage. The 
Russians sent me to 
Vorkuta, in Northern 
Siberia. 

There, with nearly half a 
million other — prisoners, | 
slaved in’ the ever-expand- 
ing conl - mines — whore 
punishment fa frequent and 
death can come to a man 
quickly. 

Toiling mines I 
learned — two important 
things from my _ fellow- 
prisoners: 1—The standard 
of living in the Soviet Is 
lower than pre-war. 2—The 
slave’ system is highly 
organised and grimly efti- 
cient. 

1 learned too that Hving condl- 
4ions in a stave camp = such af 
mine were wore than 1 
Imagined. 

The Vorkuta coal basin has 40 
mines and is manned by 60 
labour camps. 


No Escape 


Escape ix impossible. Com- 
munications are bad, and the 
Russians do not allow their own 
people to go home from the 
camps = after sentence has ¢x- 
pired. 

During the four years | was 
there, Vorkuta changed, More 
permanent houses are going up 
and a start has been made on 
some cight-storey flats. 

This coal basin ty an tm- 
portant unit in Russia's eronomy 
and close control Js kept from 
Moscow. 

The Kremlin works out all its 
industrial plans uccording (lo 
norms, Every man 
and woman ts allotted a norm 
and It has to be reached. 

The overseer has a norm—the 
combined output of his team, 
He ly punished If he fails. 

Mine managers have norms—- 
the output of the overscers. 

The Ministry of Coul controls 
Vorkuta, but the M.V.D.—seeret 
police—are responsible for ade 
ministration and security. 

Two divisions of M.V.D. troops 
guard the 120) square miles 
which hold the 40 mines, A 
third division provides guards 
inaide the 60 camps. 

The Ministry asks the M.V.D. 
when extra workers are needed.

Life Of Adventure 


For British 


Colonial 


Police 


London, Jan, 10. 


Many of Britain’s 40 or more Colonial police 
forces are now going through a period of radical 


change, following the lessons 


learned in three 


emergencies—Malaya, Kenya and British Guiana. 
Over a total land area of 2,000,000 square 


miles, 70,000 policemen try 
among 70,000,000 peoples. 


The question whether some of 
‘the police forces, all of which 
wre. s(parate ¢.ltles, are 
adequate to meet the needs of 
a changing werld, is now being | 
carefully studied, 


In many places, national or 
racial feelings are belong infimn- 
ed for subversive reasons. The 
Communist war on “Imperial 
coloniulism™ is believed to be 
part of the Sovict directive for 
world revolution, Unrest, due 
to economic causes, may appear 
almost anywhere, and o reliable 
Intelligence system, with o police 
foree strung enough to deal with 
any throat In its carly stages, is 
essential to counter it, 


The emergencies in Malaya, 
Kenya ond British Gulana were 
cach of a different nature. 

In Malaya, na well-organised 
and well-armed resistance force, 
mostly Chinese, who had helped 
to throw out the Japanese 
invader, lownehed oa _ terrorist 
campaign” on the British ad- 
ministration when frustrated in 
their Communist alms. For 
nearly six years, an army and a 
huge police force have been 
dening with a situation which 
at present costs approximately 
£2,000,000 sterling o month, 


KENYA COSTING €3753,000 


In Kenya,- an anti-white 
revolt, which is at present cost- 
ing £373,000 aterllng a month, 
broke out among a large section 
of the Kikuyu, one of the most 
advanced: tribes in East Africa. 
British officials were taken by 
surprise. 

They» were not ‘ cought 
unawares, however, in British 
Gulana. The despatch of British 
warships and troops to the 
Colony was the first sign of an 
emergency in whitch the Prime 
Minister, Dr Cheddi Jagan, and 
his amociazs, wire deposed by 
the British Government in Lon- 
don on charges, which — they 
have denicd, of having tried to 
ret up a Communist state, 

Each situation provides the 
police .with new problems in 
carrying out their task of -main- 
taining the peace and protecting 
life and property.”

The police force in Singapore, 
as im Malaya, docs not reflect 
the racial content of the popula- 
tlon.

The Chinese resent this very 
much, “Chinese enterprise built 
most of this city,” they say. “Why 
cannot we have a Chinese 
pollee force?” 


Every effort is being made to 
encourage Chinese recruits to 
come forward, but they do not 
like the idea of wearing a 
Malay uniform. Many of the 
better educated can also find 
better pald Jobs in business. 


In Malaya, there is a similar 
difficulty in getting the Chinese 
to come forward. 


From a police point of view, 
beth political and criminal, 
Malaya .is probably Britain's 
most dificult territory to ad- 
minister, Seasoned police officers 
from other parts of the colonial 
world get the test of thelr 
cereers in Malaya. 


THE RIGHT KIND 


The great question in Malaya 
at the moment is; What kind of 
police forer can best win the 
hearts and minds of a multi- 
racial community? The same 
question could fhe asked 
Kenya. 


Another big problem in the 
colonial police force is how to 
attract the right kind of young 
officer.

Now, they are telling the ol- 
ready nervous Austrians that 
their goods may be in jeopardy 
in the Trieste port.

The Yugosinvs, rapidly ¢x- 
panding the port of Rijeka 
(Flume) in Zone “B" of the 
Trieste territory are also pro- 
viding the Tricstini with stl 
competition.

Mr Justice Scholes on Decem- 
ber 20, 1962, be wholly set

A Coroner's Inquest was held 
on Monday, on the body ‘of a 
Chinese named Cheang Kim- 
hung, killed edrly on Saturday, 
by u shot in the brain, during 
an attack by burglara upon an 
epium shop at Shek Pal-wan:
